While in the city Dr. Ordway spent most 
of his time in the company of his old friend 
George Siler, whom he knew in New York 
years ago. 

Dr. Ordway, speaking of the boxing game 
in England, said that Lord Lonsdale de- 
served all the credit for bringing boxing 
there up to its present standing.

Resolved, That we denounce as weak, uncalled 
for, and nationally degrading the attempt made 
by a section of the American press and peapis 
to force upon this country an alltance offensive 
and defensive with Great Britain—a project at 
variance with our history,. our traditions, and 
with the sentiments of a majority of the American 
people who are not of British birth or ancestry. 

Resolved, That such an alliance, if consum- 
mated, would result in a European combination 


againet us and would make us partners in the 


crimes ot the British Empire against weak States 
and defenseless peoples. 
Resolved, That we call upon the American gow 


citizens, who are ready to do battle for a govern- 
ment that bas never yet been sullied by plunder 
or by the confiscation of territory violently seized 


from people unable to defend themselves against . 
the operation of brute force, as openly and notori- 


ously used in every quarter of the globe by the 
unscrupulous power with which knaves, traitors, 
and imbeciles now invite us to join hands, 


In Sympathy with Cubans. 

The other parts of the resolution referred 
to the Irish struggle for liberty and ex- 
plained the reason of the uprising ot 1798, 
Then followed an expression of sympathy 
for the Cuban patriots, a greeting to the 
Seventh Regiment Illinois Volunteers, and 
congratulations for the Clan-na-Gael Regi- 
ment of Chicago, which is in readiness to 
go at any moment. The resolutions were 

ted with applause.

The unpatriotic utterances against the 


‘war recently made by President Eliot of 


Harvard College, and the equally unpatri- 
otic utterances made by Professor Norton 
of the same institution against the war and 
the American people also, have already been 
printed in Tue Trisune, and have shocked 
every man who has any sense of humanity 
and any pride in his country. These ut- 
terances, however, should not be set down 
to the discredit of the college over which 
one ot them presides and in which the other 
holds a high place in the faculty.

and there is no reason why Japan should not 
respond if it has not done so already. Rus- 
sia is equally the foe of each, and both have 
suffered at the Czar's hands. Japan con- 
quéred Port Arthur and the Liao-Tung 
peninsula and Wei-Hai-Wei as thoroughly 
as we are likely to conquer the Philippines, 
and the Chinese territory belonged to Japan 
as fairly as the Philippines will belong to us.

One of the most graphic 
D’ ANNUNZIO’s features of last SUNDAY's 
TRIBUNE was a description 
REALISM. of the Italian bread riots 
by Gabriele d' Annunzio, the 
young author and member of Parliament at 
Rome, whose Triumph of Death and oth- 
er novels have recently become notorious. 
This Italian's powers of vivid realistic de- 
scription cannot be gainsaid, and yet he 
stands for all that is worst in literature. 
He seems to have imitated all that is bad in 
Zola without having any of Zola’s sym- 
pathy and love of justice. The heartless- 
ness of his description of the bread riots is 
surprising. He says that this fury of de- 
struction was led by women, and he states 
that the signal of the insurrection was given 
at Bari by a mother with a child starving 
at her dried-up breast. In a few moments 
she had a howling mob of women around her. 
They ran through the streets like a river, 
defying the hoofs of the cavalry and the 
wheels of the cannon. All this D’Annunzio 
describes without a touch of pity for the 
suffering that must have driven these moth- 
ers to their frenzy. His thought is only of 
the destruction wrought upon palaces and 
parks and statues. ‘“‘ The forest of Tracia 
was enveloped in flames, and no mortal eye 
ever saw a spectacle as terrible.“ There is 
no word of the starved wretches that lay 
bleeding and dead in the streets because 
they had gone insane for lack of food. In 
Florence I saw with my own eyes the brutal 
mob try to destroy Benvenuto Cellini’s 
‘Perseus.’ No nation ever disgraced itself 
and the nobility of its race by an act as 
shameful.“ Then he goes on to expatiate 
upon the glory and majesty of fhe artist, but 
no tinge of human pity ever comes nigh his 
pen. With ail his graphic abilities such a 
man can never write novels that will live 
over night. 


HAWAII TO THE FRONT AGAIN, 
The question of the annexation of the 
Hawaiian Islands to the United States is 
again brought to the front. Circumstances 
of a most vital character to us as a nation 
and to the world have at last com- 
pelled a recognition of this most important 
measure. 

Elsewhere in this morning’s TRI UNE will 
be found the report presented during the 
last week by the House Committee on For- 
eign Affairs (of which Mr. Hitt is chair- 
man), in which it recommends the adop- 
tion of the resolution already before the 
House on that subject. The report itself 
is a comprehensive and concise statement 
of the history of the question in its various 
stages from 1851, when the first deed of 
cession of the islands to the United States 
was delivered to our commissioner, down 
to the present time. In fact, our interest 
in the islands began at an earlier date in 
consequence of the connection of American 
missionaries with the efforts which have 
been most potential in civilizing their in- 
habitants, and the later efforts made by 
certain powers to obtain possession of them 
which were resisted by the United States. 

The history of this question shows that 
nearly every President since the days of 
John Tyler has favored the measure, sev- 
eral of them taking practical steps to bring 
it about. While all have recognized its im- 
portance and the value of the islands to us, 
both for the purposes of commercial and 
agricultural development and defense, there 
has been no period when these conditions 
existed. with such force us the present. 
These points are brought out most forcibly 
| in the report of the committee. 

Appended to the report is a mass of valu- 
able information from military and nara! 
officers bearing upon the value of the islands 
for strategic and commercial purposes, be- 
sides public and official documents, includ- 
ing copies of the various treaties for their 
‘acquisition, presenting a complete history of 
the whole question, which will be made the 
subject of future comment. 


The refusal of Sefior Leony

This 
would insure the French holders of Spanish 
bonds from the results of complete ruin, and 
would put him in a position of influence both 
at Madrid and before the other monarchical 
courts of Europe. There is one serious de- 
fect in this long-headed scheme. Spain has 
already lost the Philippines. The wily Am- 
bassador had better devote his diplomatic 
powers to saving the Spanish throne intact. 


SEEMINGLY A HARMLESS AGREEMENT. 

The Rock Island, Atchison, and several 
other roads are forming an organization to 
be called the Southwestern Traffic bureau. 
They are going to all this trouble in order 
to uphold the interstate commerce law, to 
collect statistics, and to interchange au- 
thentic and mutual advice as to the rea-

DEATH OF EDWARD BELLAMY. 
The telegraph announces the termination 


of the career of Edward Bellamy, the well- 


known author of Looking Backward ”— 
his death occurring at his höme and birth- 


place in Chicopee Falls, Mass., on Sunday 
last. Mr. Bellamy’s demise was anticipat- . 


ed several weeks ago as likely to oceur in 
a short time at Denver, Colo., where 
he ‘had been spending the winter in the 
hope that his health might be benefited 
by the bracing climate. Although he ral- 
lied somewhat unexpectedly sufficiently to 
reach his home, the improvement was only 


temporary, as the result has shown. 


While Mr. Bellamy’s life was compara- 
tively brief—his death taking place within 
two months after the completion of his 
forty-eighth year—his career in literature 
was an unusually brilliant one, depending 
chiefly, however, upon his most notable 
book, “ Looking Backward.” Of this it is 
estimated that over 450,000 copies were 
sold in the United States and more than 
half a million in England and other for- 
eign countries, having been translated into 
German, French, Russian, Italian, Arabic, 
Bulgarian, and other languages and 
dialects of the old world. Its charm as a 
story has been recognized by thousands, 
who regarded the social and political the- 
ories on which it was based as impracticable 
in spite of the attempts which have been 


made to build up a school of social and 


political philosophy on the ‘same lines. His 
other and earlier works, also in the line 
of fiction, embraced “ Six to One,” “A 
Nantucket Idyl,” “ Dr. Heidenhoff’s Proc- 
ess, Miss Ludington’s Sister,“ and a 
number of short stories, while his latest— 
“ Equality "—was intended as a sort of 
sequel to“ Looking Backward,” though it 


is unlikely to achieve the popularity of its 


predecessor. 

After a partial course in Union College 
Mr. Bellamy entered upon a professional 
career as a lawyer, but soon diverged into 
the field of journalism, first as assistant 


editor of the Springfield (Mass.) Union, 


later becoming an editorial writer on the 
New York Evening Post, and finally being 
associated with his brother in the establish- 
ment of the Springfield Daily News. His 
most distinctive editorial work, however, 
was performed as editor of the Nationalist 
Magazine and later of the New Nation, a 
weekly established in 1891 and intended as 
representative of the theories outlined in 
his “ Looking Backward.” The so-called 
“ Nationalist movement is based largely 
upon theories advanced and maintained in 
these two publications, taking form in so- 
cialistic clubs or represented in populistic 
organizations. While Mr. Bellamy has won 
a lasting place in literature it is rather 
as a successful writer of fiction than as 
a practical reformer, his chief work taking 
a place in the literature of the future beside 
the Utopia of Sir Thomas More. ‘

In 1843 it was seized by 
the British commander, Lord Pawlet, but 
subsequently released by Great Britain upon 
the remonstrances of other powers. It was 
again seized by the French in 1849 and held 
for a considerable time, but was evacuated 
after diplomatic pressure from England and 
the United States. 

In 1851 the King, pressed by his perplex- 
ities with France and England, delivered to 
our commissioner a deed of cession of the 
islands to the United States, to be held 
until a satisfactory adjustment had been 
reach with France, and, failing that, per- 
manentiy. In 1854 our Secretary of State, 
Mr. Marcy, authorized the negotiation of an 
annexation treaty. The King made a draft 
satisfactory to him and modifying the one 
proposed, but before the conclusion was 
reached he died. In 1803 a treaty was nego- 
tiated between our government and that of 
the Hawaiian Islands for the annexation of 
the islands to the United States, No word 
of protest was uttered by any other govern- 

ent. Thjs treaty, while pending before the 

nate, was withdrawn by the President, a 
change of administration having taken 
place. Again, June 16, 1807, a treaty of an- 
nexation, similar in provisions to the joint 
resolution now proposed, was agreed to by 


by their Senate. 

“There is, therefore, no undue pressure 
on the part of the United States as a greater 
power; no surprise of any one; no possibility 
of objections by other governments. It is 
simply the obvious result of the natural 
course of events through a long period of 
years thus completed with the cordial con- 
sent of the sovereign powers of both gov- 
ernments. The only question involved is 
whether the proposed possession of the Ha- 
walian Islands would be advantageous to the 
United States. 


Their Strategic Importance. 
„% Recent events in the existing war with 


Spain have called public attention to what 
has long been discussed by military and 


tance to the United States of possessing the 
Hawalian Islands in case of war with any 
strong naval power. They lie facing our 
Pacific coast. Their strategic Importance 
is vastly increased by the fact that they are 
separated by thousands of miles from any 
other and more distant group in the North- 
ern Pacific Ocean and are the only group 
facing our coast. In the possession of an 
enemy they would serve as a secure base for 
attacking any and all of our Pacific coast 
cities. In our possession they would de- 
prive the enemy’s fleet of all facilities for 
coaling, supplies, or repairs, and 

paralyze all his naval operations. 

“The leading nations—England, France, 
Germany, Japan, Spain, and the Thited 
States—have each a Pacific squadron. Every 
one of these squadrons is stronger than ours 
save that of Spain, which is the weakest. 
Had the war in which we are now engaged 
been with any of the other powers they 
might have worsted our fleet and seized the 
Hawalian Islands, which are not now de- 
fended by any fortification or cannon, thus 
exactly reversing our recent good fortune 
at Manila. They would then have had a 
convenient base for supplies, coal, and re- 
pairs, from which to actively harry and 
devastate our coast. But were we in com- 
plete possession of the Hawaiian Islands 
and they properly prepared for defense 
(which eminent officers of the army and 
navy stated to the committee could be done 
at a cost of $500,000), our fleet, even if 
pressed by a greatly superior sea power, 
would have an impregnable refuge at Pearl

“The most important feature of all is 
economizes the naval force rather than mtn 
it.

The same eminent and experienced sol- 
dier, when asked whether it would be suf- 
ficient to have Pearl Harbor without the 
islands, said we ought to have the islands 
to hold the harbor; that if left free and 
neutral complications would arise with for- 
eign nations, who would take advantage ofa 
weak little republic with claims for dam- 
ages enforced by warships, as is frequently 


seen. 
Admiral Walker, who has had long ex- 
perience in the waters of the Hawallan 
Islands, emphatically confirmed the. views 
of General Schofield, especially that it would 
cost far less to protect the Pacific coast with 
the Hawaiian Islands than without them; 
that it would be taking a point of vantage 


instead of giving it to your enemy. 


Risk of Delay. 


We must face the future in dealing with 
this proposed annexation. It is impossible 
for the republic of Hawaii to maintain a per- 
manent existence preserving in force the in- 
fluences. which are now in the ascendant 


there and which are cordial and friendly to 


the United States. Of its mixed population 
of 109,000 a powerful element is Japanese 
24,40T—of whom 19,212 are males, almost all 
of them grown men, for they are not divided 
as ordinary populations are in the usual pro- 
portions of men, women, and children. They 
are a far stronger element of physical force 
than the native race, which has diminished 
until there are now only thirty-odd thou- 
sand, of whom, by the usual proportions of 
population, there are not over 8,000 grown 
men. The native Hawallan race cannot in 
any contingency control the island. It must 
fall to some foreign people. 

“The Japanese government not long ago 
demanded of the Hawaiian government, 
under their construction of a treaty made in 
1871, that the Japanese in the Hawalian 
Islands should have equal privileges with 
all other persons, which would include vot- 
ing and holding office. The demand was 
resisted by the little republic anda treaty of 
annexation with the United States arrested 
it for a time. 

Japan protested earnestly to our govern- 
ment against that treaty, but our Secretary 


| of State refused to consider their protest; 


yet the Japanese government has not with- 
drawn its demand on the Hawallan govern- 
ment, and is waiting to renew and press it 
with more energy and success if annexation 
to the United States is rejected by this Con- 
gress. It could then in a few months throw 
many thousands of Japanese subjects into 
completely over- 
ing * — influences. 

By a clause in our reciprocity treaty with 
the Hawalian Islands we have the — Sed 
right to establish and maintain a coaling 
and repair station in Pearl Harbor, which 
is about eight miles from the City of Hono- 
lulu and eapable of being made one of the 
best harbors in the world, easily fortified to 
make it impregnable from the sea. It is the 
only harbor of such a character in the whole 
group. We have thus far done nothing to- 
ward taking possession, fortifying, or open- 
ing the channel into the harbor, so that it is 
at present utterly useless, but capable of

‘Hawaiians of American origin are 
energetic, Intelligent, and patriotic, and are 
holding that outpost of Americanism against 
Asiatic invasion. If annexation be rejected 
and foreign influence gets control of the 
islands, our interests and commerce will 
fall away. The American in Hawaii looks 
to the United States to make purchases 
and there he desires to send what he ex- 
ports. The Japanese merchant naturally 
buys all he can in Japan and will turn all 
trade there that is in his power. Our trade 
with the Hawaiian Islands last year amount- 
ed to $18,385,000, and with annexation prac- 
tically the whole trade with the Hawaiian 
Islands would come to the United States 
and rapidly increase. 

We have now the larger part of the 
shipping business, 247 American ships being 
employed in carrying Hawaiian trade in 
1896, which would be promoted and in- 
creased by annexation. Its past prosperi- 
ty has depended upon the reciprocity treaty 
and if that were abrogated by a party ad- 
verse to American interests gaining control 
this business, like all other American in- 
terests, would fall off. 

In the struggling interests that have re- 
cently come into play in the Pacific, the 
separate existence of the Hawalian republic 
is liable at any time to raise complications 
with foreign governments, as in the case 
mentioned above of the recent interposition 
of Japan. An independent feeble govern- 
ment is a constant temptation to powerful 
nations, in the stress of contending inter- 
ests, to intermeddle and disturb the peace. 
Once incorporated into the territory of the 
United States, all this is done away. 


Character of the Population. 


“While the character of the compara- 
tively small population of the Hawallan 
commonwealth is a minor consideration as 
compared with the transcendent importance 
of the possession of that strategic point in 
the Pacific, it may be briefly considered. It 
is a mixed population, 24,407 Japanese and 
21,616 Chinese, or together nearly one-half 
of the entire 109,020 on the island; but after 
annexation the Asiatic element would be 
reduced. The contract system would be ter- 
minated, and United States restriction laws 
as to immigration would be applied. 

‘These constant and powerful causes op- 
erating, if annexation were carried out the 


Asiatic proportion of the population would -

“The British element, 2,250, the German, 
1,432, and others of European origin, prob- 
ably 1,000, are elements with which we are 
perfectly familiar in our own country, which 
readily sympathize and blend with our own 
people. It is reasonable to suppose that 
within ten years after annexation the in- 
considerable population of these islands will 
not differ widely in character from that of 
many parts of the United States. 

Some effort has been made to show that 
dur beet sugar industry would be retarded 
by the admission of Hawall and the free 
admission of its sugar product.

It has been objected that the constitution 
does not confer upon Congress the power

quisition of the Louisiana purchase in 1803, 
because there was nothing in the constitu- 
tion expressly authorizing such admission 
by treaty, and Jefferson himself, who made 
the purchase, shared the doubt. But we 
have made eleven such acquisitions of ter- 
ritory, and the courts have sustained such 
action in all cases, Texas was annexed by 
a joint resolution of Congress similar to 
the one proposed now.

German Princes of the blood, as a rule, are 
neither popular nor welcome on the banks of 
the Seine. But there is one of them about 
whom the Parisians are at the présent mo- 
fog: going into positive raptures, describing 

im as the Paganini of royalty.“ This is 
the blind Landgrave of Hesse, chief of the 
now non-reigning branch of the House of 
Hesse, and who would today have been 
King of Denmark, had it not been for the 
action of his father in abandoning his rights 
of succession to the Danish throne to his 
brother-in-law, the present King. 

The landgrave, who is living at Paris under 
the incognito name of Baron Gadendorf, is 
sightless, and has, in consequence thereof, 
like so many other blind people, devoted his 
attention almost entirely to music, with the 
result that he is today famous, not only asa 
composer, whose pieces are played and pap- 
ular throughout the length and breadth uf 
Germany, but likewise as one of the most 
talented violinists in the world, either 2 68 

fessional or amateur.

He has not been blind from his birth, but 
only since he has been in his teens, and as 
soon as ever he realized the fate in store 
for him he took up his residence under an 
incogpito name in London, and went through 
a regular course of three years’ study at the 
great college for the blind at Sydenham in 
the vicinity of the metropolis. 

His younger brother, married to the young- 
est sister of Emperor William, has been 
obliged, greatly to his sorrow, to leave the 
army owing to his failing eyesight, while 
his elder brother is believed to have com- 
mitted suicide at sea ten years ago in conse- 
quence of his conviction that he was be- 
coming blind. 

At any rate the unfortunate Prince while 

traveling between Batavia and Singapore 
vanished in the most mysterious manner. 
He retired to his cabin after dinner under the 
pretext of fetching some papers, promising 
to be back on deck in a few minutes. 
An hour elapsed without his returning, 
whereupon the members of his suite became 
alarmed. They found the door of his cabin 
locked from the inside, and as it was im- 
possible to get any reply it was brcken 
open. 

The cabin was empty and the porthole was 
open. Yet the aperture was so small that 
it seemed absolutely impossible that a man 
of the size of the Prince should have been 
able to squeeze himself through it, especial- 
ly without attracting the attention of those 
on deck. As nothing was ever seen or heard 
of him afterwards, the presumption is that 
he in some way wriggled through the port- 
hole and threw himself into the sea. 

It is the great-grandfather of the present 
Landgrave of Hesse, by the bye, who helped 
to found the fortune of the greatest Hebrew 
banking house of modern times— namely: the 
Rothschilds. The Elector of Hesse’s action 
at the commencement of the Napoleonic 
wars in confiding his entire fortune to Mayer 
Rothschild enabled the latter not only to 
create the nucleus of his Own wealth, but 
also to enrich the now non-reigning branch 
of the house of Hesse, the blind chief of 


which is today accounted as one of the rich- 


est Princes in Europe. 

The Landgrave is entertaining extensively 
at Paris and has inaugurated a new custom, 
which has caught on enormously in French 
society. He invites his guests for 6 o’clock, 
but the dinner does not begin till 8, the two 
intervening hours being devoted to music, 
the Prince himself being a sides, ty per- 
former. 


A 8 man has just died in the ut- 
most penury and obscurity 4n an Algerian 
village. Few people were at one time more 
conspicuous in Parisian life than Count 
d' Herisson, whose clever books on military 
and historical subjects have been translated 
into almost every language.- He was private 
secretary and aide-de-camp to his relative 
General, the Marquis de Montauban, on the 
occasion of the latter’s expedition to China 
and occupation of Pekin while in the sacking 
and destruction of the fairy-like summer 
palace of the Emperor of China, the Count 


of the imperial harem from the brutality of 
the soldiers. 

Throughout the remainder of the empire 
he lived the life of a man of birth and for- 
tune, being a familiar and welcome figure 
at the court of the Tuileries, as well as at 
the Jockey club, to which he belonged. In 
1870 he acted as chief aid-de-camp to General 
Trochu throughout the siege of Paris, and 
was instrumental in saving all the person- 
al effects, jewels, dresses, and private be- 
longings of Empress Eugénie, which he 
forwarded to her without ever receiving a 
thank you for all the trouble that he had 
taken. 

Subsequently he took part as secretary 
and interpreter to Jules Favre in the ne- 
gotiations with Bismarck for the capitula- 
tion of Paris and for the conclusion of peace, 
There Bismarck took a great fancy to the 
Count, 

Later on D’Herisson made the mistake of 
marrying a lady belonging to the dramatic 
profession but of stormy antecedents, who 
helped him to dissipate the remnants of his 
fortune, besides estranging him both from 
his relatives and friends. 

Five years ago he became so nent 
that he entreated the government for a — 
in the colonies, and was in consequence 
nominated commander of the native troops 
in the French Congo. But he could not 
stand the climate, and, after holding out 
as long as he possibly could, returned with 
his wife and child to die penniless in an 
Algerian @llage.

OF FRENCH GOODS. 


Mme. Felix Faure, Wife of the 


President of France; Believes in | 


the Good Sense of the United 
States. | 


[SPECIAL CARLE TO THE NEW YORK 
JOURNAL AND THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 
Paris, May 23.—Through the courtesy of 

M. Gaston of Paris, member of the French 
Academy, and President of the College of 
France, I met Mme. Felix Faure, wife ot 
i..2 President of the French republic, this 
afternoon in one of the salons of the Hotel 
Continental. She was there to take part in 
the annual meeting of the Union des Femmes 
de France, a society whose object is to aid 
sick and wounded soldiers in time of war 
as well as to give succor to victims of public 
disasters. 

I took occasion to call her attention to the 
attitude of some society women in New York 
and Washington who are clamoring for a 
boycott on French goods, thereby promoting 
irritation between the two republics. Mme. 
Faure said to me: 

“American women have the reputation of 
being the most self-reliant and the most 
intelligent in the world. French writers 
who have traveled extensively in the United 
States tell me that the American people are 
intensely patriotic, the men not more 80 
than the women. I am sure the much ad- | 
mired intelligence of American women is 
strong enough to save them from misappre- 
hension as to the true meaning of patriot- 
ism. Strife is not patriotism, and the ladies 
of America are not likely to mistake the one 
for the other. 

People say that women are more patriotic 
than men. It would be more accurate to say 
that they are more enthusiastic. They give 
themselves over to a project with more en- 
thusiasm than men. You have many noble 
examples of American women to show this, 
not only in your civil war but at other try- 
ing periods in American history.

‘Advance Is Made to Six Cents 
a Loaf to Consumers. — 


CAUSED BY DEAR FLOUR. 


Cost of Pies and Cakes 4180 
Hay Soon Be Affected. » 


BURDEN ON POOR PEOPLE. 


Members of the Master Bakers’ assécia- 

tion made yesterday memorable for the 
poor people by putting into operation the 
threatened increase in the retail price of 
bread to six cents a loaf. What is more, 
cakes and pies may take a sympathetic 
jump any day. 
Some of the conservative retailers say 
they do not expect the one cent advance to 
last long, but the sentiment was general 
that while the law forces the baker to manu- 
facture loaves of one pound weight and the 
price of flour remains at a top notch the 
bakers will continue to charge six cents 
for a loaf, and, if necessary, raise it to 
seven cents. Bakers who manufacture pies 
and cakes exclusively announced their inten- 
tion of asking an advance in the price of 
their wares owing to the advance on all arti- 
cles necessary to their manufacture. 


View of D. F. Bremner. 


D. F. Bremner, owner of one of the largest 
bread bakeries in this section of the coun- 
try, 76 to 84 O’Brien street, expressed him- 
self as confident that the six cent loaf will 
be ah established fact until the prices of 
flour and raw materials are lowered. 

“The bakers have been forced into it.“ 
he said, and the advance in prices was in- 
evitable. Bread has always been slow in 
following an advance in flour, and many 
times large advances have been made in 
the prices of our raw materials with no in- 
crease in the price of the loaf. Why? Be- 
cause the bakers have been in the habit of 
making a loaf of about eighteen or nineteen 
ounces weight, and when the price of flour 
would go up the weight of the loaf would be 
reduced in proportion. 
compels the baker to make a loaf! of one 
pound weight, and what is the result? The 
baker lowers the weight until he reaches 
the sixteen ounce mark, and he cannot go 
lower, despite the fact that the price of raw 
material continues to ascend. As a natural 
result he must elevate the price of the loaf 
to protect himself from loss. When flour 
goes up from 64.50 to $6 and $6.70, and other 
raw material in proportion, the baker cannot 


afford to give out bread of the original 


weight at the original price.“ 


6 Manager Brant Explains. | 

H. E. Brant, manager of the Aldrich Bak- 
ing company and American Biscuit and 
Manufacturing company, 
Green streets, said: ‘‘ The enormous ad- 
vance in wheat, flour, lard, and all the ma- 
terials necessary to the manufacture of 
our goods has forced us to make the raise. 
Just how long the price will remain there 
is hard to state. Flour is so high that the 
manufacturer must wholesale bread at five

Newton W. Engle, 973 West Madison 
street, said: *‘ We cannot make and sell 
pourd loaves, losing money on every loaf, 
and still stay out of bankruptcy. Give us 
normal prices in our raw materials and

H. Piper of the Piper Baking company, 
615 to 617 Wells street, sald: You can de- 
pend upon it the price of bread will stay 
up until the prices of flours and raw ma- 
terials come down considerably, and it may 
make a difference in the prices of other 
bakery goods....
